CZAR AND KAJSER'FRATERNIZE 
Berlin, May 13.—Since the 
return 


from the Mediterranean trip the kaiser 
has been visited daily 
and without 


formality by CotmtJ Ostensacken, the 
Russian ambassador. This fact is ex- 
citing great comment in government 
and diplomatic quarters. It is suggest- 
ed that negotiations of a most import- 
ant charcter are being exchanged be- 
tween St. Petersburg and Berlin. It is 
reported that the kaiser is strongly 
impressed with the realifly of the yel- 
low peril and regards the success of 
Japan as' an actual menace to all Eu- 
rope. 


LONDON'S VIEW OF IT. 


London, May 13.—A dispatch from 


Berlin this morning reporting the daily 
visits of the ambassador to the kaiser, 
and the consequent comment on these 
visits as bearing on the 
war, has 


aroused some lively discussion in Lon- 
don. An incident which occurred dur- 
ing the last visit of Marquis Ito, the 
famous Japanese statesman, to London 
is recalled in this connection. Ito was 
shown a copy of the kaiser's allegori- 
cal picture representing the nations of 
"Europe gazing toward an .Eastern con- 
flagration, from the smoke of which 
emerges a picture of Buddha. The pic- 
ture is entitled, "Europe, Defend Your 
Sacred Places."

''No," replied Ilo, "he means Japan.

A band of rebels from the interior

others rushed upon the settlement.
